She remarks that a negligible knowledge of 
history will reveal that bii^^Mcnt concepts 
have grown out of the most remarîcable revol- 
ution of all times, the fusion of the spirit of 
tbe Greek cultiu'c with the Jewish ronrcrn for 
the integrity of the individual. It is the com- 
tnunists, she suggests, who arc the reactipnar- 
they have returned to the most primitive 



state in all history, the state in which the 
human being is the pawn of the' gods, is bound 
on the inevitable wheel of life and death, or 
in Marxist parlance,, must surrender his indi- 
viduality for the good of "proletarian 'inasses." 

The tragedy of our era is that we had been 
so complacent about our own values that when 
they came under fire we could- hardly believe 
that our opponents were being serious, and in- 
stead of righting the wrongs which tlicy exag- 
gerated and used as the foundation of their 
attack, we descended in their level. Wc at- 
tacked their concepts and forgot all nboiit sus- 
taining ours, so that by now we are well on 
the way' to losing our most precious posses- 
sions. 

This would certainly explain the rise of 
such appalling characters as senators ^IcCar- 
thy, McCarran, and Taft, in the United Stnlcs, 
and the gradual stifling of freedoms in the 
Wcîtèrn'democraeies. 

The situation is apjiroaching in whirh a per- 
son must either belong to the extreme right or 
to the extreme left. 

We, therefore, approved highly of Mr. t^arl 
Knigcr, of the C.C.F. the other night, who had 
been attacking the Liberals and the Progres- 
sive Conservatives, all evening when he bound- 
ed to his feet, and rejected the friendship of 
the L.P.P.

I writ* in reply to Mr. Grafttes letter of Thurs- 
day, November 23rd, as a McGlli student represent- 
ing 4,200 fellow students petitioning for lower car- 
fares. 

The Montreal Tramwliy* company is a privately 
owned enterprise rendering public service. Any 
pulille policy into which they may enter as an 
agent, such a public policy as the aiding of students 
in the attainment ot a university education, be- 
comes in p*rt their obligation. This it their re- 
•sponjlbility to the people. 

Are wi tttldcnts Justified in asking for a reduc- 
tion in carfarèT Firstly, what could this reduction 
mean to usT Obviously nothing to the richly en- 
dowed student arriving by car at the gates of Chan- 
cellor Day Hall. 'But thé wealthy student is too 
much minority to hit the onelpercent category. 
What could the reduction mean to the majority ot 
us? The reduction ot fares from 3 tickets 'for a 
quarter to 7 tickets for a quarter means an average 
saving of $25.00 a college year. $25.00 is some- 
thing like 50 hours I of time distributed over SO 
days tor thie student v/ho struggles to study at the 
University and maintain his- existence at the samè 
time by washing dishes' or serving in the Cafeteria.
